Not for ROK Troops 

Asked whether Korean troops 
themselves would get equipment 
and training in all modern weap- 
ons the Secretary said they 
would not. 

He pointed out, by way of an 
example, that though the US. 
is observing no ban on any type 
of armaments now for the South 
Koreans, by law atomic weap- 
ons cannot be turned over to 
any foreign power. 


The Secretary said that the 
Ist Cavalry Division and a 
Marine Corps unit stationed in 
Japan will be redeployed, prob- 
ably “toward home.” 

However, the Secretary made 
it rather clear that all combat 
ground troops from Japan will 
not necessarily return to Ameri- 
can soil. 

Marines for Okinawa 

It is assumed that the Marine 
unit will be sent to Okinawa. 

Wilson said the troop with- 
drawal from Japan is part of a 
worldwide review aimed at 
trimming excess troop strength 
wherever possible. 

Asked whether this was an 
effort to “trim the fat” off 
American —— WuHson laugh- 
ed and said military men didn’t 
care to use such a phrase. 

Wilson was asked whether the 
withdrawal would mean the 
continued turnover of U.S. facili- 
thes to the Japanese which were 
no longer needed. Wilson replied 
that this had been “contemplat- 
ed” for a long time. 

The Secretary said the peace 
treaty with Japan contemplated 
that eventually all American 
units, land, sea and air, would 
be withdrawn from the Japa- 
nese home islands. 

To Save Money 

The Secretary said a change 
in the Far East and U.N. Com- 
mands which takes place July 
1 has no specific relationship to 
troop withdrawal from Japan 
or under study’ elsewhere. 
Rather, he said, this is “an ef- 
fort to be organized better and 
save some money.” 

The Secretary said it will 
“take time to work out” ship- 
ment of new weapons to Korea. 

He pointed out that there was 

“no stockpile” of modern weap- 
ons that could be put in South 
Korea immediately, and said the 
changeover to new weapons 
might take up to two years. 
' The troop cut in Japan, he said 
in response to a question, is not 
a money-saving move as would 
be the planned and searched-for 
cut in military strength else- 
where in the world.

Kuter Turns 


Over FEAF 
To Smith 


Gen, Laurence 8, Kuter, Com- 
mander of the U.S. Far East Air 
Force, said yesterday the pres- 
ent high rate of F86 jet ac- 
cidents by Japan’s Air Self-De- 
fense Force is about the same 
as that of the U.S. Air Force 
when F86s were first intro- 
duced. ss 

Kuter, who will become Com- 
mander in Chief of all US. 
Pacific Air Forces Monday, 
made the statement at a press 
conference at Fuchu Air Station 
after turning over his FEAF 
command to Lt. Gen. Frederic 
H. Smith Jr., Commander of the 
5th Air Force. | 

Gen. Kuter is due to leave for 
Hawaii this weekend to take 
up his new command, 

Gen. Kuter said the current 
rate of accidents by ASDF as 
regards F86s is similar to that 
of the U.S. Air Force “when 
we entered the painful phase of 
learning that modern, complicat- 
ed, high-powered weapon.” 

In the last six months, 14 
ASDF F86 jets were destroyed 
in 13 crashes. 

“I am confident that the ac- 
cident rate will decrease as 
Japanese pilots become more 
experienced with the use of the 
airplane,” Gen. Kuter said. 

Gen, Smith, also present at 
the press conference, denied 
charges voiced in some Japa- 
nese quarters that some of the 
jet crashes were attributable to 
U.S. failure to supply parts to 
ASDF. He said he knew of no 
such case. Acie 
Discussing the same question, 
Gen. Kuter said that in the case 
of the U.S. Air Force, most ac- 
cidents can be traced to human 
errors and only very few to ma- 
terial failures. 

When asked whether Japa- 
nese pilots are being overtrain- 
ed, Gen. Smith said “no,” add- 
ing he does not think they are 
“pushed beyond endurance.” 
Gen. Kuter said the current 
reorganization does not reduce 
FEAF’s combat strength for Ja- 
pan and Korea. 

Meanwhile, at Tachikawa Air 
Base, Col. P. S. Blair was host 
to representatives of 10 Japanese 
newspapers and radio stations. 
Blair said cooperation among 
the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry, the private 
aircraft companies and _ the 
Japanese Air Self-Defense Force 
spoke well of the future of 
Japan’s air power. He added: 
“We will continue to do every- 
thing possible in meeting the 
demands of the Japanese Air 
Force and to maintain close re- 
lations,”

$125 Million 
From IMF to 
Meet ‘Crisis’ 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)— 
The International Monetary 
Pund Thursday formally ap- 
proved a loan of 125 million 
dollars to Japan to be used in 
tiding over the eduntry’s cur- 
rent foreign currency difficul- 
ties. 

The decision to grant the 
loan to Japan was made at the 
orig Board of Directors meet- 

g. 

Under the terms of the loan, 
Japan will return the money in 
dollars to IMF within a three 
to four-year period as soon as 
Japan’s foreign currency situa- 
tion improves. 

Japan will pay a fee of 0.5 
per cent for the loan. 

Interest will be paid by Japan 
on $62,500,008 or half of the 
total loan amount. The other 
half will be interest-free. 


Japan, however, will not have 
to pay any interest if the loan 
is returned within three months 
after it is granted. In case the 
money is returned within 15 
months, interest of 2.5 per cent 
will be levied, and the rate will 
be raised by 0.5 per cent every 
six months thereafter, 


Preliminary negotiations on 
the loan had been conducted 
between the Japanese Embassy 
in Washington and IMF arth- 
orities prior to Prime Minister 
Kishi’s trip to Washington. 

Formal talks on the matter 
‘Were commenced parallel with 
Kishi’s visit to Washington fol- 
lowing the Japanese Cabinet's 
decision to obtain the loan. 


Meanwhile, the U.S, Export- 
Import Bank is scheduled to 
formally announce Friday the 
granting of a 175 million dollar 
loan to Japan for use in the 
purchase of raw cotton, wheat 
and soy beans from the United 
States.

Japan and the International 
Monetary Fund are expected to 
conduct at Washington in mid- 
July a detailed probe into thes 
controversial issue of what has 
caused the Japanese internation- 
al account to deteriorate. 

Government sources disclosed 
yesterday that the annual IMF 
questionnaire, received in To- 
kyo recently, showed the deep- 
est interest in the background 
of the latest aggravation of the 
Japanese international account.

Supersonic F100s — 
Arrive in Korea 


SEOUL (AP)—The U.N. Com- 
mand flew sleek new supersonic 
F100 Super-Sabrejets into South 
Korea Friday, one week after 
telling the Communists it was 
going to modernize its forces 
despite an armistice ban on new 
weapons. | 

Four speeding F100s swooshed 
over Seoul a few minutes after 
noon, and other new planes 
were expected later in the day. 

A US. Air Force announce- 
ment confirming arrival of the 
F100s indicated others either 
were here or on the way. These 
would include two new light 
bombers—the B57, U.S. version 
of the British twin-jet Canberra, 
and the B66, Dougias-built light 
bomber. s 

A US. Air Force spokesman 
at the big American base near 
Osan, 35 miles south of here, 
indicated subsequently that none 
of the new planes would be 


over the country on regular 
‘training missions. 

The official announcement 
said only that “all types of 
aircraft now in use by the 5th 
Air Force (based in Japan) are 
or will be fiying the skies and 
using the airways of South Ko- 
rea 


Combat aircraft attached to 
the 5th include super Sabres, 
B57s and B66s, a spokesman 
said. 

The Osan officer said the 
phrase “flying the skies and 
using the airways” meant new 
type planes would operate over 
Korea but not from Korean 
bases. He said they would land 
here only for refueling or in 
emergencies.

France May 
Shun Ban; 
Moch in Paris 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP)— 
French disarmament chief Jules 
Moch attended a special Cabinet 
meeting in Paris Friday morn- 
ing in between sessions of the 
London disarmament  confer- 
ence, There were indications 
France may have decided to 
join the world’s atomic powers, 

Moch met in Paris with Pre- 
mier Maurice Bourges-Mau- 
noury, Defense Minister Andre 
Morice, Gen. Paul Ely, the 
French Chief of Staff, and 
Pierre de Courcelles, Secretary 
General of the Defense Secre- 
tariat. 

It was Moch’s first such ses- 
sion since Bourges-Maunoury 
became Premier earlier this 
month, and it coincided with re- 
ports France also was having 
second thoughts about suspend- 
ing nuclear tests. Such a sus- 
pension would prevent France 
from building and testing its 
own atomic bombs. 

It was not known immediate- 
ly what effect Moch’s Paris dis- 
cussions would have on the five- 
power disarmament talks now 
under way in London. But there 
have been persistent reports 
France would oppose suspend- 
ing nuclear tests if that would 
prevent it becoming a nuclear 


power. 
The French newspaper 
L’Aurore mirrored French 
thought Friday when it declar- 
ed, “France must reserve the 
right to produce A-and H-bombs 
to increase her negotiating 
power in the world.” 


_Control Body Proposed 

LONDON (INS)—The United 
States proposed Thursday that 
the United Nations Security 
Council set up an agency with 
veto power to supervise inspec- 
tion and control of disarma- 
ment. 

U.S. delegate Harold E. Stas- 
sen told the United Nations dis- 
armament subcommittee the new 
agency should include an as- 
sembly of all nations signing a 
first-step disarmament treaty 
and an executive committee in 
which the major nations would 
have the power of veto, 

Britain’s delegate, Cmdr. Alan 
Noble, listed these four areas 
of control over which the 
agency would have supervision: 
nucjear weapons tests, atomic 
weapons production, conven- 
tional arms cuts and 
against surprise attack. + 

The French and Canadian 
delegates agreed to the Ameri- 
can and British proposals. But 
Soviet delegate Valerian Zorin 
said his Government wanted. to 
see the full American disarma-

The Government appealed to 
the Supreme’ Court arid argu- 
ments are to be heard early next 
month.

Mao’s Rule Said — 
‘Passing Phase’; 
Aid Opposed - 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. 


(AP)—Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles deciar- 
éd Friday that Communist 
rule is a “passing phase” 
in China and said “it would 
be folly” for the United 
States to strengthen the 
Chinese Red regime by 
granting diplomatic recog- 
nition. 

Dulles rejected virtually every 
argument for establishment . of 
formal relations between Wash- 
ington and the Peiping regime. 

At the same time he said seat- 
ing Red China in the U.N. would 
not be “in the interest either of 
the United States or of the United 
Nations.” 

Dulles further affirmed the 
U.S. policy of refusing to trade 
with the Chinese Communists, 
saying their primary desire “is 
for machine tools, electronic 
equipment, and, in. general, 
what will help (the Reds) pro- 
duce tanks, trucks, planes; am- 
munition, and other . military 
items.” ) 

“Whatever others may do,” 
Dulles said, “surely the United 
States, which has heavy securi- 
ty commitments in the China 
area, ought not build up the 
military power of its potential 
enemy.” 

This was Dulles’ first major 
policy speech on Red China 
since March, 1954, It was pre- 
pared for delivery before the 
international convefition of 
Lions International, 

Dulles flew. here -overnight 
from Washington to deliver the 
speech. Apparently he _ de- 
liberately chose a West Coast 
setting for his discussion of this 
key issue of Asian policy, 

We “can confidentiy base our 
policies on the assumption that

But he then rejected arguments 
that this achievement would be 
promoted (1) by United States- 
Chinese trade and cultural rela- 
tions, (2) by establishing diplo- 
matic relations, (3) by admitting 
the Reds to the United Nations.

“The regime asserts not only 
its right, but its purpose, to use 
force if need be to bring Taiwan 
under its rule.” 

Dulles declared that obvious- 
ly such a regimé—which “in 
seven years has promoted five 
foreign or ciyil wars”—should 
not be given a permanent seat 
with veto power in the Security 
Council which has primary 
responsibility “for the maintain- 
ing of international peace and 
security.” 

Dulles then rejected argu- 
ments against the United States 
trade embargo on Red China 
basically on the ground that 
such trade would not be “a free’ 
trade” but would be controlled 
by the Peiping regime to build 
up its military power.

Taiwan Cotton Industry 
Seeking Asian Markets 


By SHELDON WESSON 


TAIPEI—The Taiwan cotton 
industry has a yearning eye 
turned toward the textile mar- 
kets of Southeast Asia. 


Even though many of the 
countries in this area are deve- 
loping their own cotton indus- 
tries it is felt that Taiwan could 
sell finer goods to them, as they 
start production of coarser goods 
—exactly paralleling Japan's 
marketing program. The 10 mil- 
lion overseas Chinese who live 
in this area are a ready market, 
it is believed, on a sympathetic 
basis, quality and price consi- 
derations being reasonably even. 


_Actual exports of cotton fab- 
rics in 1956 were about 11.6 mil- 
lion square yards, mostly gray 
sheetings and some dyed sheet- 
ings. Six selected countries in 
Southeast Asia and the Middle 
East bought 130 million yards of 
cotton goods in 1956, mostly 
from Japan. 


The first aim of an expanded 
export program would be to en- 
able the mills to earn the for- 
eign exchange for their’ raw 
cotton needs and for their 
machinery imports. 

It is recognized that there 
must be closer relationships be- 
tween spinners, weavers and 
finishers, and an improvement 
in the present finishing capacity 


finishing is, statisticaNy speak- 
ing, adequate for the time be- 
ing. 

The Government will prob- 
ably encourage formation of 
mill groups and vertical integra- 
tions, to rationalize costs and 
to promote quality control. It 
encourage 
the formation of joint textile 
marketing companies among 
the producers, to channelize ex 
ports. 

_Broadly speaking, Taiwanese 
goods are cheaper than Japa- 
nese to produce. There are no 
export taxes on cotton goods, 
as there are on other products, 
but a complicated exchange 
rate system makes it difficult 
to price goods intelligently on 
an f.o.b. basis in dollars and 
cents. 

Technical and management 
skills available here are a hold- 
over from the _ prosperous 
Shanghai cotton textile industry 
which existed in the immediate 
postwar years. To this extent, 
Taiwan has an edge over the 
other countries of Southeast 
Asia—except that a good deal 
of Shanghai money and talent 
is in Hongkong—but a compari- 
son with Japan is problematical. 
One means of encouraging ex- 
ports may be a system similar 
to the Japanese—which would 
give local mills about 80 per cent 
of their raw cotton requirements 
on an allocation according to 
spindleage, and the remainder 
parceled out in relation to ex- 
ports. The Government plan- 
ning agencies are urging special 
import and intern tax conces- 
sions for exporting mills, also. 
The result would be that in 
1960—the end of the second 
Four-Year Plan—more than a 
third of the projected 288,000 
spindles would be devoted to 
export production, compared 
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\with the 10 per cent of the cur-

Restrictions 
On Credit 


PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
France Thursday decided on 
“austerity” measures including 
credit restrictions and more 
stringent hire purchase terms. 

A spokesman for the Govern- 
ment’s National Credit Council, 
, which met under the chairman- 
ship of Wilfred Baumgartner, 
governor of the Bank of France, 
said three measures had been 
decided cn: 


facilities for commercial banks 
will be lowered by 10 per cent 
for July and August, in an at- 
tempt to force the banks to re- 
strict their advances to custom- 
ers. 

2. Banks, however, will be al- 
lowed to exceed this ceiling 
when rediscounting bills financ- 
ing French exports—a move de- 
signed to promote export trade. 


3. Cash deposits in hire pur- 
chase have been raised from 30 
to 35 per cent, while the period 
over which payments can be 
spread has been cut by three 
months. The period allowed 
will be 12 to 15 months accord- 
ing to the category of goods. 


These measures follow parlia- 
mentary approval of the new 
Government’s strict austerity 
program, involving more than 
150,000 million francs (150 mil- 
lion pounds sterling) in new 
taxation this year and twice as 
much next year. 


Imports have already been 
drastically cut by suspending 
the system of trade liberaliza- 
tion, by which goods could 
enter France from other coun- 
tries in the Organization for 
European Economic Coopera- 
tion with a minimum of for- 
malities. 


Cuts in credit facilities for 
hire purchase are calculated to 
hit sales of cars and a wide 
range of household appliances 
at a time when hire purchase is 
rapidly gaining ground in 
France. 


May Int’l Account 
Shows Big Deficit 


Acting Director General Mikio 
Mizuta of the Economic Plan- 
ning Agency told a Cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday that Japan’s inter- 
national account has not yet be- 
gun to pick up despite the re- 
cent series of tight money meas- 
ures taken by the Government. 

The May international account, 
Mizuta pointed out, left the big- 
gest monthly deficit figure of 97 
million dollars with receipts of 
foreign exchange amounting to 
310 million dollars and paynients 
407 million dollars. 

In commodity prices, he said, 
the wholesale price was almost 
stabilized with a mere 3 per cent 
drop from early April up until 
mid-June. 

The mining and manufactur- 
ing production index for April 
was up by 0.4 per cent over 
March to 245.7 as against a 1934- 
46 average of 100; he explained. 
The April production also 
represented a 16.3 per cent hike 
over the corresponding month 
of the ‘previous yehkr but the 
annual rate of hike was slight- 
ly lower than the 20 per cent 
level which was seen in the 
past. io 
Stockpiles for April increas- 
ed by 4.6 per cent over March 
and was 17.3 per cent larger 
than the corresponding period 
of last year. 

According to Mizuta, the na- 
tion’s employed persons for 
April showed an increase of 
900,000 from the corresponding 
period of last year and 3.3 per 
cent from’ March. 

During May, he said, the Gov- 
ernment received 93,600 million 
yen more than it paid out, 
with the sum representing an 
increase of 48,200 million yen 
from the corresponding month 
of last year.

Wholesale Prices 


Show Decline 

Showing a 0.2 per cent drop 
from the corresponding period 
of the previous month, Japan’s 
wholesale price index for the 
second 10 days of June stood 
at 105.5 against the 1952 aver- 
age of 100, the Bank of Japan 
announced Thursday. 

The decline was attributable 
primarily to drops in the prices 
of metals and foodstuffs—by 
08 and 0.7 per cent, respec- 
tively. 

Textile prices, however, ral- 
lied for the first time since ear- 
ly in April, rising by 0.4 per 
cent, 

In the period from the begin- 
ning of this year up until June 
20, wholesale prices have shown 
a 0.8 per cent shrinkage. 

Since the first 10 days of May, 
during which the official money 
rate of the Bank of Japan.was 
raised to improve Japan’s in- 
ternational account, wholesale 
prices have dropped by 0.7 per 
cent. Metals declined 1.2 per 
cent, iron and steel by 0.9 per 
cent, nonferrous metals by 1.5 
per cent and textiles by 3.5 per 
cent. 

The Bank of Japan also an- 
nounced that the retail price 
index for Tokyo in June went 
down 1.1 per cent from the pre- 
vious month to 104.5 with the 
1952 figure taken as 100. 


Fingerprinting Issue 
Again Discussed Here 


Acting Prime Minister Ishii 
and other officials yesterday dis- 
cussed the controversial issue of 
whether to allow Communist 
Chinese trade experts into Ja- 
pan without fingerprinting.

U.S. Investments 
Abroad Skyrocket 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The United Nations reported 
Friday U.S. private investments 
abroad skyrocketed in 1956, 
pushing international invest- 
ment of private, long-term Ccap- 
ital to the highest level of the | 
post-war period. 

A U.N. report on “the inter- 
national flow of private capital, 
1956,” said, “the outflow of U.S. 
capital for direct investments, 
which represent the prepond- 
erant form of capital exports, 
more than doubled in 1956 as 
compared with 1955, reaching 
three billion dollars.” 


This helped raise internation- 
al investment “substantially 
above the volume of the preced- 
ing several years,” the report 
said. To a lesser degree, the in- 
crease was due to increased 
capital outflows from Western 
Germany and Britain, it added. 


The study explained that a 
large part of the increase in 
U.S. capital exports was record: 
ed in the petroleum industry, 
including payments for new 
concessions and the purchase 
from Britain of a large petro 
leum enterprise in the Carib 
bean area. 


“Nevertheless,” it said, “a sig- 
nificant expansjon of U.S. and 
German investments in manufac- 
turing also occurred, particularly 
In Latin America, The outflow 
of private capital to Asia and 
the Far East, the Middle East 
and Africa continued to lag.”

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Sohyo Policy 
--~The executive body of the General Council of Trade 
Unions of Japan (Sohyo) recently made known the draft 
Action policy which is to be considered at the eighth an- 
Nual convention to be held about the middle of July. 
“The draft claims that the recent spring labor offen- 
sive was a success, and attributed this mainly to the power- 
ful support given by the National Railway Workers Union 
and the Federation of Coal Mine Workers Unions (Tanro). 
At the same time, it admits that Sohyo’s action policy was 
not well received by the general public and in order to con- 
quer public criticism it advocates the conduct of more 
educational and propaganda activities in the future. ~- 
While the activities of Sohyo are regarded with much 
“suspicion by the rank and file of the Japanese people, it is 
interesting to note the statement of Labor Minister Shutaro 
Matsuura at a Cabinet meeting earlier this week that the 
organization is regarded as “pro-CCommunist” by the coun- 
tries, of West Europe. He said this was made clear by 
the fact that a minimum wage plan as introduced by Sohyo 
Secretary General Yukitaka Haraguchi at the recent meet- 
jing of the International Labor Organization in Geneva 
failed to gain the support of the conference. 


The delegates of the European nations can hardly be 
blamed if they regard Sohyo as being directed by men 
who are to all intents and purposes fellow-travelers of the 
Communists, in view of their repeated utterances in har- 
mony with the latter’s program, and instigation of conduct 
aimed at paralyzing as much as possible Japan’s national 
economy in the supposed interests of the workers. who 


are unwise enough to enroll under its banner. 
Programs devised by Sohyo to “educate” and 


propa- 


gandize the general public to their point of view are not 
likely to succeed until it adopts sound principles of action 
and prepares a program that will really benefit the Japa- 


nese working people as a whole. 


And such a program 


must, recognize the fact—that Sohyo leaders have always 
stubbornly refused to accept—that people cannot have what 


they do not earn. 


The foolishness of the attempt to hold back the move- 
ment for increased productivity, and to prejudice the work- 
ers against it, must strike everybody but those who are 
determined to shut their eyes to the practical facts of eco- 


nomic life. 


Sohyo first declared it opposed the increased 


productivity movement because it was intended to sub- 
ordinate Japanese economy to the United States and to 
militarize the workers. What a travesty of the true inten- 


tion! 


Happily for the Japanese economy, and to the ap- 


‘parent chagrin of the Sohyo leaders, the people of this 
country have largely become convinced that increased pro- 
ductivity is the very thing the nation needs and they are 
anxious to discover just how the making of extra wealth 


can be achieved. 


A moment’s thought should show that increased pro- 
ductivity is the very keynote of modern economy and the 
foundation of today’s higher standards of living wherever 
these obtain. Why do the raw material export and purely 
agricultural countries bewail their poverty and cry out 


for industrialization? 


The answer is because they are 


countries of low productivity. Even if we are so unwise 
as to try to reject the machine age, we shall quickly dis- 
cover that the unaided labor of man’s hands can only 
procure a minimum of wealth for a few people, leaving 
the great mass hardly above the starvation line. 


The leftist criticism of the distribution of the wealth 
attained through industrialization and the employment of 
the most modern machines rests perhaps on firmer ground 


but even here the principle of productivity applies. 


The 


man who produces the least in the complicated system of 
modern industry must sooner or later receive the least re- 


ward or the whole economy will soon fall out of gear. 


Sehyo has frequently tried to deny that large wage 

- increases must invariably mean high prices. Yet the fact 
must be obvious to everybody and with managed curren- 

cies the retribution in this form is apt to come speedily. 

Nothing could be more pleasing to any wage earner than 

if he could have a,rise in wages for the same amount of 

work and at the same time experience a reduction in prices. 

But such things belong to the realm of fantasy and are 


not practical politics. 


It is universally admitted that a great number of people 
in.this country are ill paid for their labor and there is an 
equally universal desire to remedy this matter as soon as 
it. may. be reasonably possible. 


‘Schyo, if it really wishes to benefit the workers, should 
cooperate with the rest of the nation in trying to improve 
industry and increase production by the adoption of the 

latest techniques, instead of organizing strikes and endeavor- 
ing to-incite labor against managements which are doing 
their best to put Japan’s economy upon a superior plane. 


We must hope that

One of the salient features 
of the Kishi-Eisenhower com- 
munique to emerge from the re- 
cent Washington talks is the 
roposal for the creation of an 
S-Japan “intergovernmental 
committee.” :

Reports from the U.S. ‘im- 
mediately following the joint 
communique said that the 
American official to be’‘on the 
committee would be Ambassa- 
dor Douglas MacArthur II, and 
his Japanese opposite number 
Foreign Vice Minister Katsumi 
Ohno, It was also reported that 
the committee, quite naturally, 
will be located in Tokyo. 


Nature of Organ 

Both Japanese and American 
officials here, however, claimed 
total ignorance this week of the 
matter on the ground that there 
have been no cables from 
Washington. 

What clues there might be as 
to the nature of the intergov- 
ernmental committee to come 
into existence are found only in 
the joint communique, which 
reads in part: 

“It was agreed to establish an 
intergovernmental committee to 
study problems arising in rela- 
tion to the Security Treaty in- 
cluding consultation, whenever 
practicable, regarding the dis- 
position and employment in 
Japan by the United States of 
The committee will 
also consult to assure that any 
action taken under the treaty 
conforms to the principles of 
the United Nations Charter. The 
President and the Prime Minis- 
ter affirmed their understanding 
that the Security Treaty of 1951 
was designed to be transitional 
in character and not in that 
form to remain in perpetuity. 
The committee will also consid- 
er future adjustments in the re- 
lationships between the United 
States and Japan in these fields 
adequate to meet the needs and 
aspirations of the peoples of 
both countries.” 

Three Functions 

Roughly, therefore, there are 
three functions the proposed 


body is to perform; (1) study 


problems about the Security 
Treaty, (2) see to it that any ac- 
tion taken under the treaty con- 
forms to the U.N. Charter, and 
(3) consider future adjustments 
of U.S.-Japan relations in regard 
to the existing defense arrange- 
ments, 

Yet, these are almost as broad, 
and therefore, ambiguous as 
statements of this kind can be. 


_ “Study problems,” “consider ad- 


justments,” and “needs and as- 
pirations of peoples” can mean 
anything. 

Because their implications are 
broad, however, their meanings 
may also be considered pro- 
found. The first of the proclaim- 
ed functions of the committee, 
for instance, concerns among 
other things the “disposition 
and employment in Japan by 
the United States of its forces.” 

This is in a way an answer to 
the long-felt Japanese desire for 
“revising” the Security Pact. 

Art. 1 of the pact provides 
that U.S, forces may be utilized 
to “put down large-scale _ in- 
ternal riots and disturbances in 
Japan, caused through instiga- 
tion or intervention by an out 
side Power or Powers.” 

It is the known wish of the 
Japanese Governmient to rewrite 
this part of the treaty to read 
in effect that Japanese forces 
alone will handle such internal

New Look in Agriculture

This is the third of six articles 
on the increasing uses and exciting 
future of atomic energy in indus- 
try, power, agriculture and medi- 
cine.—Editor, 


The peaceful atom is making 
its first big pay-off in agricul- 
ture. Industrial applications 
ran right behind yses of the 
atom on the nation’s farms. 

Atomic Energy Commissioner 
Dr. Williard Libby estimates 
that radioisotopes — substances 
made radioactive in atomic fuf- 
naces—are now saving indus- 
try and agriculture some $500 
million a year at a direct cost 
of $3 million. 

That’s a return of about $166 
for every dollar spent. 

By 1960, Libby estimates that 
radioisotopes will be saving the 
nation some five billion dollars 
a year—or enough “to pay the 
whole way” for our nuclear 
weapons programs and our 
atomic power development. 

The agricultural uses of ra- 
dioisotopes illustrate their pres- 
ent and potential benefits. At 
present, scientists are using this 
tool in plant breeding, insect 
— and crop growth stu- 

es. 

In the future, scientists pre- 
dict the “day of the tailor-made 
plant or animal”—new species 
developed by man improving on 
nature to get faster growth, 
higher food content and more 
disease resistance, 

Specifically, there is talk of 
food crops that could grow in 
drought areas or in sub-Arctic 
regions and new plant species 
that adapt easily to mechanical 
harvesting and processing. 

Here is a summary of the 
present and prospective atomic 
agriculture projects: | 

Speeding up evolution—na- 
ture, according to modern sci- 
ence, changes various plant and 
animal breeds through the pro- 
cess of mutations, sudden, spon- 
taneous changes or variations. 
in offspring. Such mutations 
may be either good or bad; man 
can intervene, select the desira- 
ble changes and help them along 
while squelching the undesira- 
bles. :

or tracers have been hailed as 
the greatest scientific tool since 
the invention cf the micro- 
scope. 

Here is how they work and 
what they can do for the farmer: 

Radioisotopes or tracers are 
chemical substances that emit 
an invisible but detectable beta 
ray. When injected in minute 
quantities into a substance the 
tracers’ rays can be followed 
with a Geiger counter as they 
move within the substance, 

This enables man to go inside 
complex systems and study life 
processes. 

For example, one practical 
use of tracers involves fertilizer 
studies of corn and tobacco, two 
big money crops in the U.S. 
Thanks to tracers, farm experts 
now can tell farmers the best 
time of year to apply the ferti- 
lizer, 

One of nature’s most impor- 
tant secrets is photosynthesis: 
How a plant combines air and 
water with sunlight to produce 
living tissue. 

Photosynthesis is the basis for 
all life on earth, and tracer 
studies may soon unlock its sec- 
ret. Several steps in the photo- 
synthesis process have been 
duplicated in the laboratory. 


Progress is such that the 
atomic study committee headed 
by New Mexico publisher Rob- 
ert McKinney declared “it is 
well within the realm of pos- 
sibility that the time will come 
when man does not have to de- 
pend on plants to produce edi- 
ble energy food.” 

Pest control—In the age-old 
battle of man vs. insect, the atom 
is proving the farmer’s friend 
on two counts: tracers give us 
an intimate look at the insect 
life cycle, showing weak spots 
where man can exert control or 
conquer: and A-ray fired direct! 
at bacteria are eliminating suc 
animal infestations as trichan- 
osis in hogs. 

There is hope that irradia- 
tion-bombing of foods will pre- 
vent much current spoilage and 
preserve foods or extend their 


’ shelf life without refrigeration.

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Narita-san Tablet 


The drivers of taxis and mo- 
tor trucks of the Kanto area 
mostly carry an ofuda (tablet) 
of Narita-san in their cars as a 
charm for safety. This tablet is 
issued_by the Shinshoji Temple 
at Narita, Chiba Prefecture, 
commonly called Narita-Fudo, 
as Fudo (Acala) is enshrined 
there. 

This temple, said to be ortl- 
ginally erected by Taira Masa- 
kado in the 10th century, is one 
of the most popular temples of 
the country, and ig the past 100 
years, its tablet has become par- 
ticularly famous. The charm is 
often called “migawari ofuda” or 
vicarious charm, as it is believed 
that one who carries it with him 
will not be injured or killed in 
an accident, the tablet taking all 
damage upon itself. 

The following story is. told 
about the-virtue of this charm. 
In 1830 a new great gate was 
built for the temple. During 
its construction. a carpenter 
from Edo named Tatsugoro fell 
from a scaffolding 60 feet high. 
Those who saw the accident 
thought that he was killed or 
at least severely wounded. But 
to their surprise, Tatsugoro was 
unharmed, receiving not a 
scratch on his body. The wood- 
en gate-pass issued by the tem- 
ees which he had on him was 

roken into two pieces. 

It was then said that the 
wooden had saved him. 
Since this incident the temple 
has issued wooden tablets to 
insure the safety of the faithful. 
Thus the ofuda of Narita-san be- 
came famous. Millions are issu- 
ed annually. Particularly dur- 
ing the past wars there was a 
great demand for the charm, as 
they were given to soldiers go- 
ing to the front. 

Many persons carry the talis- 
man in their pockets, purses and 
bags, but taxi and truck drivers 
who are faithful believers in its 
virtue have it in their cars, In- 
creasing traffic accidents do not 
seem to dampen their faith in 
the power of the charm.

Tracer research—Radioistopes 
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Point of No Return 


WASHINGTON—The National 
Security Council, the nation’s 
top policy-making body, has 
been pondering in recent weeks 
the basic question of American 
national strategy: How much 
should the United States rely 
on the terrible multimegaton 
nuclear weapons as _  instru- 
ments of national power? To 
put the question another way: 
Under what circumstances, 
short of all-out Soviet nuclear 

n, would an American 
President authorize the use of 
such incredibly destructive 
weapons? 

The NSC has decided “in prin- 
ciple” that the United States 
must not become exclusively 
dependent on the big nuclear 
weapons. But such decisions in 
principle have a way of fading 
into. meaninglessness, and _ the 
decision has resulted in no visi- 
ble changes in American defense 
planning. Such changes are in- 
evitable, if the trend toward 
ever-increasing reliance on the 
multimegaton weapons is to be 
reversed. 


Recent testimony on Capitol 
Hill points up what the issue 
with which the NSC has been 
grappling is all about. A few 
days ago, Gen. Lauris Norstad, 
able NATO commander, testifi- 
ed that this country had the 
power of “destroying every- 
thing that is of military signifi- 
cance in Russia.” Norstad was 
talking, of course, of the power 
to l-unch an all-out nuclear at- 
tack on the Soviet Union, which 
is the heart of the Western 
strategy of deterrence, 


Such an attack would require 
the explosion of many hun- 
dreds of high yield nuclear 
weapons. The Soviets, presu- 
mably, would reply in kind. 
Thus the kind of war Norstad 
was talking about would mean 
the explosion of nuclear weap- 
ons with a total power of some- 
thing like 2,500 to 5,000 mega- 
tons. 


Only a few days before Nor- 
stad spoke, a member of the 
country’s leading scientists had 
also testified on Capitol Hill. 
They disagreed on a lot of 
things, but almost all agreed 
that, in the interests of. global 
safety, there must be an upper 
limit on the testing of nuclear 


weapons. Most put this limit at. 


around 10 megatons of fission 
products, which would be releas- 
ed by a single large and “dirty” 
hydrogen bomb. 

In an all-out nuclear war, 
much would depend on “dirti- 
ness” of the bombs used. But 
in such a war, the amount of 
fission products released would 
be enormously greater, probably 
hundreds of times greater than 
the upper limit set by the scien- 
tists. What would be the effect 
of such a war, not only on the 
nations directly involved, but 
on the whole human race? 


Atomic Energy Commissioner 
Thomas Murray has stated that 
such a war would endanger “a 
whole generation, embracing 
tens of millions of people, in 
Russia, in the United States, in 
all the countries of the world.” 
Others, like Murray’s colleague, 
Commissioner Willard Libby, 
have disputed this view. The 
plain fact, which came out very 
clearly in the testimony of the 
scientists, is that nobody knows. 
The human race might survive 
an all-out nuclear war without 
suffering permanent and essen- 
tial damage. On the other han 
it might not. é, 


Yet an all-out nuclear war is 
the kind of war the United 
States is preparing to fight. More 
and more, it is threatening to 
become the only kind of war 
the United States will be able 
to fight. We are in real dan- 
ger of passing a nuclear point 
of no return. 

As Thomas has said, the 
whole emphasis in the AEC is 
on producing bigger and bigger 
bombs. A device with the pow- 
er of 40 megatons has already 
been tested. The current Air 
Force requirement is for a de 
liverable bomb of 50 megatons. 
The newest Air Force bomber, 
the B58, is designed to carry 
very high yield nuclear weap- 
ons, and only such weapons. All 
long-range and medium missile

design calls for a multimegaton 
warhead. shin 
The Navy is also becoming a 
multimegaton Navy. The 6th 
Fleet, for example, is equipped 
with high yield bombs, in 
cruisers as well as carriers. And 
the Army has put a heavy pro- 
portion of its resources into an 
effort to get into the multimega 
ton act, with its medium missile, 
while its nonnuclear capabilities 
steadily decline. 


Obviously, the United States 
must be capable of fighting arn 
all-out nuclear war. However 
globally disastrous the conse 
quences, the President of the 
United States must at all times 
be capable of ordering a devas- 
tating retaliation for nuclear 
aggression. But under what cir 
cumstances short of such ag- 
gression would a President, 
aware of the possible global 
consequences, order the use of 
multimegaton weapons: 
Would he order their use if, say; 
the Soviets blockaded Berlin 
again, or the Chinese Commu- 
nists invaded Burma? 


As Commissioner. Murray 
(who is to be fired for his pains) 
has said, in any situation short 
of all-out Soviet nuclear aggres- 
sion “the danger is that... our 
only recourse will be to moral 
indignation.” This danger be- 
comes daily greater, as the 
United States 
more dependent for its defense 
in the terrible weapons which 
may never be used,

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SILVER SHORES AND OTHER

Over three-quarters of the 18 
poems in this beautifully print- 
ed and illustrated volume of 
verse were written in and are 
about Japan. They show a 
ready appreciation for the coun- 
try and this is to be expected 
since the true poetic eye simply 
cannot remain neutral and aloof 
upon viewing the ironic specta- 
cle of modern Japan. , 


They also enter into the emo- 
tional climate of the country 
and, while remaining intensely 
personal, at the same time re- 
flect it. This is much less com- 
mon since most foreign poets 
never live in Japan long enough 
for the poetic eye to adjust and 
become happily blind to the sur- 
face glitter. : 


Even rarer, they constitute 
something of an approach into 
the Japanese soul as such, and 
this is not merely on the tech- 
nical level of a preoccupation 
with short forms and under- 
statement, but is based upon the 
intuition of a poet who finds 
personally familiar what at first 
seemed exotically strange. 


As is to be expected, Mr. Mills 
occasionally falls over into the 
pastiche and the sentimental, 
His fantasia on a Noh theme 
begins with a Yeats quote and 
ends perilously near a parody 
of those kimoned yet unkempt 
Irish washerwomen of the Yeats 
Noh adaptations. The effusions 
directed to the Atami pine, care- 
fully preserved and now block- 
ing the main street, contain a 
sentimentality which is indeed 
truly Japanese but not partic 
ularly commendable. 


On the other hand, in poems 
like “Tatami” and 
gawa,” the poet has captured 
personally and precisely an 
understanding of the oblique 
Japanese view and, further, in 
making it his own, has shared 
it with us in that direct yet 
complicated way which is one 
of the joys of lyric verse. 

When the vision emerges 
whole, as in the very short 
poem called “Tokyo,” it shows 
how very Closely indeed Mr. 
Mills has understood the coun- 


try and its people and himself: | 


“The Eastern Capital is busy with 
movement. 

Men make haste with stern faces, 

Unaware of the green willow at 
Nara, 

Oblivious of the sad sea’s sounds 
and the sand/And the strange land- 
crabs on the Great East Cape.” 
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
